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Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to Amendment / Remarks received dated 
5/29/2007. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/29/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argued that the cited reference, Lopez-Torres (US 6,144,647) does not 
disclose a packet data service network (PDSN) network, instead invention by Lopez- 
Torres is carried out in integrated services digital network (ISDN) network. However, it is 
evident from col. 1 , lines 45-49 and col. 20, lines 57-60, that the invention is equally 
applicable to packet data network as well as ISDN. 

Applicant also argued that Lopez-Torres makes no reference to a "single" MS 
receiving, concurrently, two separate and distinct mobile services (i.e. voice or a packet 
service). 

Except for preamble, Examiner could not find the said limitation in the claim. However, 
Lopez-Torres, with reference to fig. 3b teaches of receiving two separate and distinct 
mobile services (see col. 14, lines 41-54). Infact, the invention of Lopez-Torres is 
concerned with carrying out two different dialogues simultaneously or parallely (see 
Summary). 
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3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lopez-Torres 
(US 6,144,647), hereinafter 'Lopez' 

Regarding claims 1. 3, 5 and 7 . Lopez discloses a communication system and a 
method for allowing a first service between a mobile station and switching center and a 
second service between mobile station and ISDN fixed network exchange (see figurel 
and 2). Lopez further discloses receiving a call set-up request from a subscriber, 
forming a signaling link for "speech", receiving a service signal for second service 
"video" and requesting for resource assignment request, MSC assigns resource 
channels (S4 of figure 4c), for the second service, and performing communication 
services concurrently (see col. 11, lines 39-56, col. 12, lines 17-39, line 53 through col. 
13, lines 1-21, figures 1 and 2). 

Regarding claims 2, 4 and 8 . Lopez further discloses making a service negotiation 
using the call proceedings message sent to the calling mobile station (see col. 17, lines 
51-56, figure 4c).
